Jam not a4 little defivous of Learn- 
ing, but look upon it impoffible to make any con- 
fiderable Progre/s in it, amongft the vartous 
Treatifes we have of every Science, except we 
cond have an infallible Rule eftablifhed, and 
am of the Opinion that the Sciences might be re- 
duced into ane, or at leaft extreamly abridged, 
on which I deftre your fudgment ? 

Anfw, The Defire of Knowledge is very 
charming, but Man’s Life is too fhort to 
latisfe it, unlefs the Sciences were all redu- 
ced, and the way to abridge them wou'd be 
to retrench out of esch of them every thing 
that was unprofitable, or not pertaining to 
the Science, as are moft Metaphylical Quefti- 
ons which are treated of in Logick; Narural, 
in Medicine ; Moral, Natural and Juridical, 
in Divinity, to avoid repetitions, and thus the 
fifteen Books of Euclid might be raduced in- 
to half the Number, and comprized io little 
{pace ; and fo of others : But it wou'd be 
chiefly requilite to be carefull of laying down 
good Principles, and Teaching thole Sciences 
with Order, whofe Nameroutnets cau!es Con- 
fufion, and is now more horcfull than their 
fcarcity was formerly. Thus fu/finian redu- 
ced all the Law-Books of his time into two 
Volumes, the Digeffs and the Code, and the 
Jews compris‘ all things that can be Known 
in one fingle Science, called Cabbzia, as the 
Druids did their Dilciplines under certain Max- 
ims and Aphorifms: And we might {oon un- 
derftand and {peak well of all things, if in- 
ftead of {pending the fitteft time of our Age 
(as we do unprofitably ) in learning to {peak 
Lattin and Greek, we employed it after the 


Example of the Ancients upon the Mathema- 
ticks and other Sciences, and as for forming 
the Judgment, that might be done in a fhort 
time by Logick, and to the Knowledge of 
things Natural, Supernatural and Moral, might 
eafily be obtain’d in a few Years, if all Su- 
perfluities. were retrenched.
